The warrant was placed in the 
hands of a constable, who, with the aid 
of a posse of whites, attempted to make 
the arrest which was 
Resisted by a Crowd 
of negroes, said to be 200, armed with 
shotguns and Winchester fiflés. On 
Sundav the excitement continued, 
both whites and blacks peing fully 
armed and watching each other’s 
movements. There is a report of 
A Stirmish Duriag the Day, 
in whieh two or three persons were 
wounded. Toward night a compro- 
mise was agreed upon, both parties 
agreeing to disband and retire to their 
homes. The negroes agreed to surren- 
der the colored man who made the as- 
sault on Mrs; Harley and deliver him 
over to the authorities at Aiken. With 
this understanding the whites dispers- 
ed, and while retiring to thir homes, 
it is reported that several of the latter 
Were Ambashed and Shot 
by negroes. The city is full of rumors 
as to the number killed, but nothing 
is definite. 

L-ter News. 
It hus been ascertained’ that up to 
this hour the passenger train from Au- 
gusta for Port Roval, which left this 
morning at 8 o'clock has not returned.

Ricnmonp, September 17.—A heavy 
and incessant rain during the greater 

rtion of the day, accompanied by 
igh northeasterly wind. This after- 
noon the wind has increased to almost 
a hurricane, prostrating many fine 
shade trees, tearing down awnings and 
signs and unroofing and otherwise dam- 
aging houses, 

The Great Nertheaster. 
Norro.k, Sept. 18.—The northeast- 
erly gale which commenced here Fri- 
day night culminated to-day at one 
o’clock in a errific storm, at which 
time the wind was blowing seventy-» 
two miles an hour. The sloop Hultse 
of Portsmouth, was capsized. Many 
vessels dragged their anchors and sus- 
tained more or less injury. The roof of 
the customhouse in this city was 
blown off. The new warehouse of 
Myers & Bovkin was badly damaged, 
and hundreds of large Hatem trees 
prostrated. In Portsmouth the works 
of the New York compress company, 
the North street depot of the Seaboard 
and Roanoke railroad, and a number ot 
private dwellings were unroofed and 
damaged. The telegraph lines to the 
capes are prostrated, and no informa- 
tion as to the extent of the damage to 
the shipping on the coast has been re- 
ceived, but grave fears are entertained 
that many marine disasters have oc- 
eurred. 

The Disasters „f the Storm. 
Axvexanpria, Va., Sept. 17.—There 
wasa violent wind and rain storm all 
day,causing a rise in the river of several 
feet above the high water marx, the 
water coming two squares beyond the 
wharves, and inundating the lower part 
of the city, flooding warehouses and 
causing some damage to groceries and 
grain on the first floors. At 9 o’clock 
to-night the water was rapidly receding 
aud the storm entirely abated. Several 
bridges on the Virginia Midland rail 
road were disturbed. The train due at 
seven to-night bad net arrived at ten 
The storm interfered with the running 
of the river steamers to a considerable 
extent. Accounts from all the sur- 
rounding country report a very severe 
storm, but the damage has not been as- 
certained. 

Areusd Wilmisgten. 
WIAMIsO TON, N O., Sept. 18.--The 
storm in this section yesterday was vio- 
lent, but so far no very serious damage 
is reported. In the city, fences and 
shade trees suffered tly, and a few 
houses were unroofed. On the sound, 
bathing houses, fences and small boats 
were very greatly demolished. A num- 
ber of persons while endéavoring to 
eave their boats narrowly esca 
drowning.

The speech of Mr. Jonathan Nor- 
cross, of Atlanta, republicam candidate 
for governor of Georgia, delivered in 
front of the court-house night before 
last, was about two hours in length. 
He said there was some thin 

which he wanted to say to the people 
of the state, and tue position in which 
he has been placed / his party gave 
him opportunity to say his say. As 
his financial idea is the load which he 
is bearing with him upon his pilgrim- 
age, and which he particularly desires 
to have

said: 
The regular and valid debtof the 
state of Georgia was, at the close of the 
civil war, in 1865, about $3,000,000. 
Dr. James F. Bozeman says the 
amount of the state debt in the in- 
ning of 1861 was about $2,200,000, Bat, 
as the war deots were all repudiated, 
the regular, valid debt at the close of 
the war could not have more 
than $3,000,000. 
The exact amount of the regular and 
valid debt of the state at the present 
time is $8,547,500. The amount of the 
railroad bonds for which the state is 
aow responsible, and upon which she 
is now paying interest, is $2,418,000— 
28 in all, a public debt of 811, 005, 


The vearly interest on this debt is 
$791,613; and which the people of Geor- 
gia have to pay out of their taxes, or 
by the issue of more bonds, or repudi- 
ate the same. 

Now let us inquire by whom and 
for what purpose this enormous in- 
erease of debt has been piled upon the 
state and people, and rtain if we 
can, what has become of the money 
realized from this increase of debt, 
amounting to about $8,000,000 ? 

We find that $4,600,000 of bonds 
were issued under the administration 
of Chas. J, Jenkins, as governor, and 
that $2,049,500 under the administration 
of Gov. James M. Smith, making, when 
added to the old state debt of $3,000,000, 
$9 547,000, showing anfexcess over the 
valid state debt, as given above, ol 
$1,002,000. 

Of the railroad bonds endorsed by 
the state, 81. 950,000 were issued and 
endorsed under the adminis‘ration of 
Gov. Jenkins, $194,000 under the ad- 
ministration of Gov. Bullock, and 
$274,000 under the administration of 
Gov. Smith, showing the entire railroad 
ability, with the exception of $194,000, 
to have occurred under the adininistra- 
tions ot Gov. Jenkins and Goy. Smith. 
Now it is true a large amount. of bonds, 
both for state and railroad purposes, 
were issued under the adminisiration 
of Gov. Bullock, but as all, or nearly all, 
the railroad bonds issued by him, as 
well as some for state purposes, have 
been repudiated, we are forced to the 
conclusion that such as were not repa- 
diated were used to replace and take 
up former bonds of the state; and in- 
deed the comptroller general's and treas- 
urer’s reports under Governor Smith 
show thisto have been the cise. At 
all eventsit is impossible, from these 
official state documents, fo trace any 
considerable part of the now recognized 
state and railroad debts to the adminis- 
tration of Governor Bullock; leaving 
the proof and inevitable conclusion that 
the vast increase of $8,000,000 of state 
indeptedness has been incurred under 
the administrations of Governors Jen- 
kins and Smith. At all even then, 
the increase has been made, and it is 
impossible to trace any considerable 
portion of it to any other source. 
Having seen this vast increase of debt 
from the democrats before us, the 1A 7 8 
tion arises, what has become of all the 
money, all the funds which have arisen 
from this increase orf indebtedness? 
That the debt exists, and the state and 
people are liable for it, there is, there 
can be, no question. That $2,418,000 
went into railroads, that are now al- 
most worthless, no one can deny; and 
some say a portion of it went into the 
reconstruction of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad after the war, but cer- 
tainly not nore than a million dollars 
were used for that purpose; for we are 
told by the first superinien tent and

over $2,000 do the state. 

Besides this the amount paid out in 
lawyers’ fees and other costs in bad 
cases swell the amount under Governor 
Smith's administration toa very large 
sum, all of which might bave been 
avoided by having a competent and ex- 
Darm financier in the gubernatorial 
chair. 
have been $3,219,000 wasted in extrav- 
agance, folly and bad management
